Itis o fact well known to all
theose who bave ever taken an fnterest in Indian
malters, and have watched the policy of the
British Governors of those romote colonics, that
the military snd ecivil representatives of the
Home Government, and those who are in chargo
of the immediate direction of internal matters
in the East, are, by no means, as well nequainted
with the character of the notives ns thelr posi.

The carelul c¢bserver who has travelled in
India will tell yon that no sympathy whatever
exists belween tbhe British aud the native, from
the prince and nubob down 1o the water
carrier, The representatives of the Govern-
ment do not even make an effort to adapt them-
selyes to the charncter of 1the aborigines, nor do
they muke due allowance for their tnales, babits,
and deeply-rooted principle of independence
from foreign rule. The relation is, therefore,
with the exception of afew tribes, {hat of the
conquercdg to the corqueror; and any reverse
to the Britieh armes in Abyssinia, where more
Iudiao than British troops have been sent, from
the fact of the former being used to the chi-
mate, would serionsly uffect Lhe prestige of supe-
riority which the Britich enjoy at present among

| the uatives of Tudia, aud raise the hopes of the

Intler for independence from British role, Our
Government is fully aware of thi¢ danger, and
ihe couniry has, therelore, renson to look with
a jealous ¢ye to what is st present going on in
the northeast purt of Alrica.
